Public Law

As of 3™ Quarter 2003, the Congressional Reference number of the Public Law field has
been expanded to include the 54™ Congress. Valid Congressional Reference numbers for
the FACTS II System include 54 through 108.

Transfer Accounts

Beginning 2™ Quarter 2003, OMB required agencies to report transfers of uncollected
spending authority from offsetting collections on lines 13 and 14 of the SF 133,
Relationship of Obligations to Outlays section. Agencies now use domain values "T" and
"K" to identify spending authority from offsetting collections as transferred or not
transferred. Additionally, beginning 3™ Quarter 2003, if domain value "T" is used in
the Authority Type attribute, then the Direct Transfer Agency and Direct Transfer
Account attributes are required for the FACTS II submission. (This applies only to
SGL Accounts 4221,4222,4225,4251 and 4287).

FACTS II Client Online

Enhancements
New Reporting Period Message

The FACTS II Client Online System now displays a message the last three days of the
reporting period to remind users of the time they have left to certify TAFS. On the last day of
reporting, this message will include the time that the window will close.

Optional Edits

FACTS II Client Online System will provide agencies with the option of running all the FACTS
I edits throughout the year. For example, in the 1%, 2™, and 3" Quarters, the required edits are
edits 1, 2, 3, and 12. With this enhancement, you have the option of running edit 6 in the ™
Quarter (when it is NOT required). However, this feature is informational only. If you want to
change the status of the TAFS you must still run the edits using the Perform Edit Checks
command, which only runs the required edits.

To use the optional edits feature right-click the SGL account and highlight Select Edits from the
menu shown below. Select the edits you would like to run from the screen on the right and click
OK to run the edits.

your footnote can not be more than 255 characters and you will be unable to type in anymore text.

Download MAF Data

The FACTS II Client Bulk System now offers a new way to download TAFS by Preparer ID. On
the Main Client Bulk window from the menu tree, click Download MAF Data. On the Contact
Information window, change your contact information (if necessary), click Apply, and then click

A footnote must be 255
characters or less. If a TAFS contains a footnote greater than 255 characters, then it will be
rejected.
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
